GETTYSBURG, Pa., Sept. 12, 
~—President Eisenhower opened | 
his campaign for re-election to- | 
day with an appeal to the Re- 
publican party to get out a big | 
vote in November and go to the | 
voters confident of victory,’

“Don't let our people down, 
by writing off as hopeless any 
contest, by conceding any area,” 
he urged party workers. “This 
is the road to stalemate or to 
defeat.” : 

Speaking from notes at an 
outdoor political rally on his 
farm, Mr. Eisenhower called | 
victory “a contagious thing” |

To Track 


Earth Satellites 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 
—The United States, reckoning 
with the possibility that its ex- 
perimental earth satellites may 
become lost in the sky at times, 
is organizing a corps of about 
1500 volunteers to help keep 
track of them. 

Details of “Project Moon- 
watch” were explained yester- 
day by officials of the Smith- 
sonian Institution’s astrophys- 
ical observatory. , 7 

Dr. Armand N. Spitz, co-ordi- 
nator of the project, and Dr. J. 
Allen Hynek, associate director 
of the observatory in charge of 
the tracking program, explained 


that: 

1.. The battery operating radio 
transmitters in the satellites 
probably will give out in two or 
three weeks, although the small, 
20-inch metallic globes may con- 
tinue in their orbit at heights 
from 200 to 800 miles for many 
weeks or several months after 
being launched next year. 

2. There is “no known radar” 
capable of tracking the satel- 
lites, which will present. only a 
small reflecting surface travel- 


. 


ing at a speed of 18,000 miles 
per hour. 

3. Big telescopes could not, in 
themselves, locate a speeding 
satellite without being trained 
on a precise spot in the sky in 
advance. . 

4. Therefore, the task of Proj- 
ect Moonwatch will be to report 


satellite at precise times, to 
make possible the training of 
elaborate scientific instruments 
on the predicted path. 

Hynek and Spitz emphasize 
that the work is entirely volun- 
tary, including the fact that the 
volunteers must provide. their 
own equipment. 

What is needed is a low- 
power broad-field telescope 
which can detect a faint object 
moving swiftly across the 
heavens.

Request to Co-operate. 

“The Egyptian authorities 
will be requested to co-operate 
in maintaining the maximum 
flow of traffic through the 
canal.” 

Should Egypt interfere, Eden 
said, Britain and “others con- 
cerned” would be “free to take 
such further steps. as seem to 
be required, either through the 
United Nations or by other 
means for the assertion of their 
rights.” 

Facing his political mentor, 
Sir Winston Churchill, sitting 
a few yards away, Eden said: 

“We must not help step by 
step to reproduce the history 
of the 1930s.” 

In the ‘30s Eden left the 
British government on_ the 
ground it was appeasing the dic- 
tatorship of Adolf Hitler. 

There must be “no abject 
appeasement,” the Prime Min- 
ister said. Speaking of the use 
of force, he said: 

“It was Egypt which used 
force. The operation of the 
canal has been taken over in 
complete disregard of Egypt's 
international obligations.”

The Police Board will con- | 
sider at its meeting Monday 
whether to reinstate Davis, who 
was suspended after the indict- 
ments against him were voted 
last October. 


The trial, marked by heated 
exchanges between Dowd and 
Shenker, began a week ago. 
Testimony was completed Mon- 
day, and closing arguments and 
instructions were given yester- 
day. 

During the course of his clos- 
ing talk, the circuit attorney 
made a statement to the effect 
that Shenker could have told 
the jury he knew of houses of 
prostitution operating in St.

Apparently Britain and France now plan, with 
American participation, to take control of Suez 
traffic by hiring the pilots théy have encouraged 
to quit Egypt’s employ. Thus Egypt would con- 
trol the canal but not the ships passing 
it. This is no more than a temporary ex ent 
and may not be that if the Egyptians reatt vio- 
lently to it. 

World opinion can appreciate the sense of prov- 
ocation felt in London and Paris, but it cannot 
condone the manufacture of conditions under 
which military reprisals might be attempted. 
Let us hope that the full weight of American in- 
fluence is used to persuade both sides that the 
use of force remains, at this stage of the con- 
troversy as at others, a decidedly “inappropriate 
means” to handle it. 

Does not a special responsibility rest on the 
United States to take the lead in finding a 
solution? Secretary Dulles did help to pre- 
cipitate the present crisis by the manner in 
which he canceled aid for Egypt’s Aswan high 
dam. And the British have some justification 
for grumbling that President Eisenhower weak- 
ened the hands of the Menzies mission when he 
stressed this country’s primary interest in the 
use of the canal, rather than its ownership, 


_ just when the Menzies mission was trying to 


persuade Nasser to give up ownership. 

Secretary Dulles deserves much credit for 
buying time in which British-French feelings 
could cool off. By that strategem he may have 
averted the danger of war. But now the need 
is for leadership to settle the dispute peace- 
fully and fairly. 

If that leadership does not come from the 
United States, where will it come from? As 
of now, the British and French are accusing 
Egypt of refusing to negotiate on the basis of 
their plan, and Egypt is accusing them of re- 
fusing to negotiate on the basis of Nasser’s plan. 
Some other party will have to devise a basis for 
negotiations acceptable to both sides, and work 
for an acceptable compromise between the canal 
users’ rights and Egypt's sovereignty. The finger

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Last Whistle at Cassville 


It's a sad day at Cassville. After 62 years 

the Cassville & Exeter railroad, shortest stand- 
ard-gauge, independently owned and operated 
public carrier in the United States, is making its 
final run—meandering uphill through its valley 
to Exeter, 4.8 miles away, to return an empty 
box-car to the Frisco railway main line, and, 
having no turntable, coasting back home in re- 
verse, ag it has done all those years. 
‘To some people the C. & E. may have been 
only a little old dinky railroad. To the people 
of the Missouri Ozarks some 50-odd miles south- 
west of Springfield whom it served, it was a tra- 
dition full of sentiment. Bert Anderson, whose 
father helped build it in 1894 and worked on 
it till he retired in the '20s, started work on it 
as a lad of 14—that was in 1908—became its 
engineer and lived to see the engine named 
after him, with his name painted on the cab. 
Harry Truman, when he was a newly-elected 
United States Senator, rade to Cassville in a 
private car with Engineer Anderson, who took 
pride in making that run in 12 minutes. 

Cassville’s school children were taken for a 
round-trip ride every spring as soon as school 
was out, when David Dingler was president, the 
only railroad president in the country who was 
also the full-time locomotive engineer, as Rob- 
ert L. Ripley’s “Believe It or Not” cartoon pro- 
claimed. (Mr. Dingler was also the general 
agent.) For the youngsters, the ride was free. 
For others, it was 25 cents. 

The old C. & E. has hauled, in addition to chil- 
dren and a new United States Senator, a lot of 
milk and cream, eggs, strawberries, apples, 
grapes, canned vegetables, rabbits, hides and 
furs, crushed stone, hogs, wheat, cows, sheep, 
goats and horses, gasoline and oil. Now it is 
puffing up to Exeter and coasting back down to 
its once-red two-story station at Cassville for the 
last time. Some other railroad somewhere will 
have to take over the honored place of shortest 
standard-gauge independently-owned and oper- 
ated public carrier in our broad land. 
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Oily Tactics 

Senate investigators have shown that part of 
the oil lobby’s pressure campaign for the natural 
gas bill was dirtier than a roustabout’s hands. 

The special committee has drawn admissions 
from salesmen of Standard Oil Co. of Indiana 
that they sent telegrams with what may as well 
be termed forged signatures to Senator Thye of 
Minnesota. Two salesmen admitted that they 
signed these telegrams with names of persons 
who knew nothing about the telegrams. 

Senator Thye was a target of these inspired 
wires because he was opposed to the gas-grab 
legislation, which would have exempted most 
gas producers from federal regulation. The 
Senator expressed amazement that some of the 
names on the telegrams were those of close 
acquaintances who knew his position. 

Now Standard’s officials are busy explaining 
away responsibility for the pressure campaign 
which permitted such frauds. Frank C. Prior, 
president of Standard of Indiana, said a “vigor- 
ous campaign” was necessary to offset a “dis- 
torted picture” of the gas bill. He did not 
touch on the thoroughly distorted picture which 
the telegrams gave Senator Thye. 

Other Standard officers, denying responsfbil- 
ity for the unethical actions of their salesmen, 
are having trouble remembering just who sug- 
gested the telegraphic technique, or other de- 
tails of the pressure campaign. But the fact 


‘is that it was Standard’s official policy to induce 


employes and others to send wires and letters 
to Congressmen. This was stated in company 
inter-office directives and pamphlets at the 
time. 

No doubt Standard would like the McClellan 
committee to think that the company’s campaign 
was merely educational and for the public’s 
benefit. But as Senator McClellan of Arkansas 


now says, parts of that campaign were “most. 


reprehensible and fraudulent.” And the cost of 
the frauds was charged off to “marketing ex- 


Senator Wiley’s fourth-term nomination is a 
great personal triumph and those Republican 
voters and others in Wisconsin who made it pos- 
sible deserve the nation’s gratitude. 

The veteran Republican Senator, who took 
the lead in sponsoring the Eisenhower foreign 
policies in Congress in 1953 and 1954, ran

The race was close since Senator Wiley won 
by about 9000 in a total of some 220,000 votes. 
But he has won and Senator McCarthy has been 
beaten back in his first maneuver to save his own 
hide two years from now. Senator Wiley now 
owes not a thing to the White House which oddly 
enough found no trouble in putting Douglas 
McKay into a primary race in Oregon. 

Another wholesome result is that in Utah. 
There the reactionary Gov. J. Bracken Lee has 
been defeated in the Republican primary. Per- 
haps Gov. Lee, an avowed opponent of the U.N. 
and the Eisenhower foreign policies, will see in 
his defeat a notice from the voters to pay his 
federal income tax. 


In New York two strong vote-getters have 
been nominated for the seat which Senator 
Lehman is yielding voluntarily rather than un- 
dergo the rigors of another campaign. The 
Democrats have nominated Mayor Robert F. 
Wagner who now wiil seek the seat held by his 
late father, who sponsored the social security 
legislation and otherwise was a strong New 
Deal leader. The Republicans have used the 
good judgment of setting aside prejudice and 
smear to nominate New York State Attorney 
General Jacob K. Javits to contest with Mayor 
Wagnet. 

Fittingly enough the man who had a lot to do 
with the effort to smear, former Congressman 
Javits as “soft on Communism” was himself a 
candidate for a Senate nomination, only to run 
last in a field of fou He was Democrat Julien 
G. Sourwine who rangin Nevada against Senator 
Bible. Sourwine was hatchet man for the 
late Senator Pat McCarran and early this year 
was conducting investigations, such as the in- 
quiry into political news and comment in The 
New York Times, for the Eastland subcommit- 
tee.

of campaign defeated Senator Millard Tydings 
in Maryland. This year even Nevada voters let 
it down with a thud that could be heard across 
the country. 

Still another recent wholesome result was 
that in Idaho where a néwcomer to politics, 
young Frank Church, turned back the attempt 
of former Senator Glen Taylor to win snother 
Senate nomination on the Democratic ticket. 
There was a field of four and the divided vote 
was a help to Taylor, but in the end the dema- 
gogue lost by a small margin. The Church 
candidacy will be against Senator Herman Wel- 
ker, one of the worst of the G.O.P. McCarthyites 
and violently anti-Eisenhower. 
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Court Experiment Pays: Dividends 

The success of the experimental summer 
docket in St. Louis’s criminal courts reflects 
credit on the Circuit Judges. When the oppor- 
tunity to run a summer docket presented itself 
the judges broke with tradition and put one in 
effect. 

In the past the criminal courts generally 
closed down from about the middle of June 
until as late as the middle of September. The 
theory was that it was just too hot in St. Louis 
in the summer to try cases. Unfortunately, 
however, prisoners awaiting trial and unable to 
afford the price of a bond, had to sweat out 
the summer in City Jail. 

But as the Municipal Courts building was 
gradually air-conditioned this year as part of 
the $110,000,000 city bond issue program, the 
traditional objection to summer trials lost any 
validity it might have enjoyed. The summer 
docket began here Aug. 13 with the arrival of 
air-conditioning, and in the following three 
weeks 229 cases were disposed of; a notable 
reduction also was made in the number of 
prisoners held in the crowded jail. 

Air-conditioning will be available all summer 
next year and in future years. This should 
make ‘it possible for the judges to keep the 
courtrooms ‘open on a 12-month basis if the 
condition of the docket should so indicate. The 
aim should be fo see that every defendant cn- 
joys his constitutional right to a speedy public 
trial in fact as well as in principle. 
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Disgorge or Be Sued 

Last July 29 we printed ar. editorial, ‘“‘More 
to Look Into,” listing some of the smelly situa- 
tions in the Illinois State Administration, other 
than the scandals in the State Auditor’s office, 
that needed to be investigated carefully. One 
of these was thé exclusive contract between 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction Ver- 
non L. Nickell and Dunbar & Co., for the haul- 
ing of surplus foods to Illinois schools and insti- 
tutions. \ : 

This one has now blown up smack in the 
faces of all who had anything to do with it, 
Illinois State Attorney General Latham Castle, 
who is a Republican, says the Dunbar company 
has made $610,748 in “excess profits” and that 
this money ought to be repaid. According to 
Mr, Castle, the share of the State of Illinois is 
$114,138 and if this is not repaid by Sept. 20, 
legal action for recovery will result. 

The larger amount, $487,610, is owed in over- 
charges, so Mr. Castle says, to various school 
districts. His special assistant, Mark Roberts, 
is notifying Boards of Education, who paid for 
the Dunbar company’s hauling under the Nickell 
contract, that they can bring similar suits 
through state’s attorneys in their counties. 

The people of Illinois owe the investigation of 
facts about the Nickell-Dunbar contract to a 
special subcommittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Washington, which estimated the 
overcharge at $500,000. The chairman of the 
subcommittee said the answers to questions 
were “inconsistent, misleading, inaccurate or 
conflicting.” It called for “appropriate” legal 
action. 

James W. Dunbar, who heads the hauling 
company, is Republican Probate Clerk of San- 
gamon county. The contract, in short, was 
highly political and altogether dubious from the 
very start. No wonder Attorney General Castle 
is moving now to get this one off his desk, too. 

But whatever Latham Castle’s motive, and he 
is a candidate for re-election, Illinois voters can 
be glad that he has put it up to Dunbar & Co. 
to disgorge or be sued in court for funds that 
belong to the taxpayers.

We feel a deep sense of shame and 
nausea at the cowardly action of our 
State Department in dropping the ex- 
hibition of “Sport in Art.” 

The show was to accompany America’s 
athletes to the Olympic Games in Aus- 
tralia, but because some self-rightevus 
pseudo-patriots objected it has been 
canceled. 

Certainly this frightened action by our 
Government must make us ludicrous 
in the eyes of other nations, but even 
more important it is another case of 
freedom besmirched under pressure of 
bigots. : 

From its first viewing, the show, 
sponsored by Sports Illustrated and the 
American Federation of Arts, has been 
attacked by the same old crowd that 
we know so well, and on the same old 
grounds: works by several artists ac- 
cused of having once been members of 
so-called subversive groups are included. 


It all started back in the spring of 
1949 when one George. Dondero rallied 
the discontented anti-intellectuals to his 
banner. with a series of fusillades in 
Congress. 

The honorable gentleman from Michi- 
gan read a long list of artists and or- 
ganizations into the Congressional Rec- 
ord. Since that time most of the accused 
have been violently attacked with never 
an opportunity to defend themselves. 

If this be democracy our history books 
were sadly in error back in our school 
days, for they taught us that a man is 
innocent until proven guilty and that 
he must be allowed the chance to face 
his accuser in open court. 

George Dondero rhust be feeling glee- 
ful, for his adherents are riding herd 
again. This time his vigilantes were led 
by the Dallas County Patriotic Council 
fighting to protect women, children, 
dogs, Texas, the American home and 
perhaps the Alamo. 

The patriots saved our allies the 
Australians, and others, from seeing 
Communist-inspired pictures’ of ball 
games, children playing, skaters, fisher- 
men, boxers, horse racing and other sub- 
version. 


We are surprised that so few strong 
voices have been raised against the State 
Department's action. Most members of 
the art world are shocked, by this aban- 
donment of artistic freédom, and we 
must not allow defeatism to silence our 
voices. It is only by making ourselves 
heard that we can prevent future blows 
from being struck at the freedom which 
is so essential to both true democracy 
and art. 

In 1954 the Board of Trustees of the 


American Federation of Arts unani-. 


mously adopted a strong and succinct 
statement on artistic freedom. 

We feel that the cause.of democracy 
as well as of art can be served well 
by ‘members of the art world and 
friends who believe in the importance 
of creative thought and activity. 

We urge the American Federation of 


Arts to circulate the statement which 
is reproduced below to all of its mem- 
bers and other leaders in the field, 
asking them to sign it together with a 
statement deploring the State Depart- 
ment’s action in canceling the “Sport 
ir Art” exhibition. Copies should then 
be sent to the State Department, Con- 
gress, the President and the press. 
Only through strong and positive 
action together can we fight the power- 
ful forces arrayed against freedom. 


STATEMENT ON ARTISTIC 
FREEDOM 
Adopted by the Américan Federation 
of Arts, Oct. 22, 1954. 

“In view of current threats to artistic 
freedom, the Trustees of the American 
Federation of Arts have adopted the 
following statement of principles to 
guide the Federation's activities in 
relation to contemporary art: 

“Freedom of artistic expression in a 
visual work of art, like freedom of 
speech and press, is fundamental in our 
democracy. This fundaméntal right 
exists irrespective of the artist’s politi- 
cal.or social opinions, affiliations or 
activities. The latter are personal mat- 
ters, distinct from his work, which 
should be judged on its merits. 

“The right to freedom of expression 
includes not only the artist’s right to 
create but his right to exhibit, publish, 
reproduce, sell or otherwise use his 
work; and corresponding rights of insti- 
tutions and individuals to use his work. 

“We of course recognize that artists, 
like all other persons, are subject to 
such legal restraints as the laws against 
libel and obscenity, laws involving trea- 
son, and even laws involving political 
crimes. 


“For their acts as individuals they 
must be responsible to our nation’s laws 
as must every other person. 

“But their artistic expression must 
be judged solely on its merits as a 
work of art and not by the political or 
social views of the artist, any more than 
by his personal character or conformity 
to other social] standards. 

“We believe that in this period of in- 

ternational tension and threats to de- 
mocracy froth both without and within 
our country, it is essential that our 
nation should champion these funda- 
mental rights in all its cultural activi- 
ties. 
“We believe that in opposing anti- 
democratic forces throughout the world, 
the United States should do so by demo- 
cratic methods, and give no cause for 
accusation that it is adopting the meth- 
ods of its opponents. 

“We believe that in such cultural 
activities our nation should demonstrate 
the artistic freedom and diversity which 
are inherent in a democratic society. 

“We believe that such freedom and 
diversity are the most effective answers 
to totalitarian thought control and uhi- 
formity, and the most effective proof of 
the strength of democracy.” .

Between Book Ends 


The War Was Germany’s 


THE RISE AND FALL OF NAZI GERMANY, by 
T. L. Jarman. (New York University Press, 388 
pas., $4.95.) 

World War II was not Hitler’s war 
but Germany’s war, concludes Prof. 
T. L, Jarman in this wide-reaching study 
of Nazi Germany from its inception to 
its dammerung. The magnetism of Hit- 
ler’s personality, of course, did much to 
swing Germans into battle line. 


Germans are hardworking, efficient 
and obedient, the author declares, and 
“either good or bad according to their 
goal and the character of their leader- 
ship.” It was Germany’s doom to have 
a megalomaniac as a leader. It was in 
keeping with its national character for 
the people to follow a megalomaniac, 
he points out. In a letter a German 
friend discloses: “Having a great man 
as our leader, we do not feel lack of 
freedom. We have an unlimited confi- 
dence in him and his leadership.” 


Jarman lays the bulk of the blame 
for World War II on German shoulders, 
setting straight the 
record for those 
“revisionists” who 
want to blame 
somebody else—the 
Versailles peace- 
makers, Franklin 
Roosevelt, Joseph 
Stalin or Dizzy 
Dean—as the real 
instigator of the 
conflagration. Ger- 
many was ripe for 
a war-leader  be- 
cause of its his- 
torical attachment 
to militarism and 
the effects of a 
drastic inflation and depression. Amer- 
ica comes in for a modicum of blame, 
he adds, for withdrawing from the 
League of Nations and removing any 


chance of settling Franco-British dead- 
locks. 


The ugly parts of the Nazi record 
are presented matter-of-factly and al- 
most understated. The worst feature is 
that so many Germans can still ignore 
it, continuing to think merciless bomb- 
ing and atrocities were what the Ger- 
mans suffered, not what they inflicted, 
he asserts. 


The resistance movement against Hit- 
ler is given due notice, with the damn- 
ing conclusion that only an elite re- 
sisted. The masses followed their demon 
piper. One general stated illuminatingly, 

The troops would never revolt against 
the victorious Fuehrer. Some setback 
would be necessary first.” 


The chief defect of this carefully 
documented book is that the author has 
tried to achieve too little or too much 
within his space limits. He could not 
hope to squeeze a full record of 26 
years of Nazidom into 388 pages, nor 
did he choose to be more selective in 
his facts and more provocative in his 
conelusions. 

The Thousand-Year Reich lives on in 
the Cold War, Jarman notes. Ironically, 
Hitler, the self-styled protector of Eu- 
rope from Bolshevism, by attacking 
Russia opened Europe to the Russian 
bear.

I doubt if anyone else could 
have made them accept a policy 
which concedes so much—which 
concedes the neutralization of 
Dr. Syngman Rhee, the neutrali- 
zation of Chiang Kai-shek, and 
in fact, though not in theory, 
which acknowledges that Red 
China is a great power in the 
Far East with whom it is neces- 
sary to co-exist peaceably.

Land Taken Over. 
United States forces already 


perhaps -the most densely popu- 


The Price report, while sympa- 
thetic in tone, made no such 
promise. 

The Okinawans wanted — or 
said they wanted—annwal rent- 
als for their land according to 
their own formula. Instead, the 
United States offered their 
lump-sum payments amounting 
to $24,800,000 for 52,000 acres 
of land for as long as the armed 
forces want to use it. Title te 
the land would remain in the 
hands of the owners. 

The committee agreed that 
rents paid by the United States 
in the past were much too low. 
But its members also felt that 
some of the Okinawan demands 
for compensation were not only 
outrageous but “socialistic.” 

The United States formula 
for paying for the land it uses 
is not a take-it-or-leave-it prop- 
esition. It is take it—or else. 
Many edueated Okinawans are 
resigned to this fact and are 
making the best deals they can. 

Land Is Precious. 

To the Asian farmer rep een 
is more precious than his land. 
In so crowded a place as Okina- 
wa this is doubly true. 

On Okinawa farming is a way 
of existence. Even with cash in 
his pocket from an Army job, 
the farmer still feels lost with- 
out his land. And older farm- 
ers now working for the United 
States forces are wondering 
what they will do when the 
present construction program is 
finished. Four years ago the 
United States forces employed 
70,000 Okinawans. Today the 
figure is down to 50,000. 

The American transformation 
of Okinawa from a sweet pota- 


base economy has done more 
than change the face of the 
land. It has literally ripped 
apart the social fabric of Oki- 
nawan life. 

Virtually all Okinawans, 
whether Communist or Con- 
servative, are united in their 
opposition to the United States 
taking any more of their land. 
And it is the Communists and 
the leftwing Socialists who are 
fighting hardest against the 
United States. 

Peaceful and Obedient. 

“Okinawans are always de- 
scribed as a peaceful and obedi- 
ent people becausé someone 
else has always ruled us,” one 
leftist- leader said recently. 
“Perhaps we will get more if 
we aren’t quite so peateful and 
obedient.” 

In view of this kind of talk 
and recent demonstrations by 
Okinawan students, some Amer- 
icans here have begun to won- 
der if a little democracy isn’t 
a dangerous thing. 

Obviously, however, Okinawa 
would be less than useful as an 
American base in the face of a 


The man charged with the 
task of meeting United States 
military requirements and at 
the same time keeping the Oki- 
nawans in a co-operative 
is Lt. Gen. James E. Moore, a 
veteran of the European theater 
in World War II and more re- 
cently commaridant of the Army 
War College. 

An able officer, Moore is 
deputy governor of the Ryuku 
Islands, of which Okinawa is 
the largest. His chief is Gen. 
Lyman Lemnitzer, United States 
Far East commander with head- 
quarters in Tokyo, who holds 
the title of governor of the 
Ryukus. 

Military Comes First. 

Moore has on more than one 
occasion demonstrated his sym- 
pathy for the Okinawans. But 
he makes no bones of the fact 
that the Army runs the Ryukus 
and that, when a showdown 
comes, military considerations 
come first. ’ 

Five months ago, in a speech 
to the Okinawan Legislature, 
Moore reeommended that Oki- 
nawans face up to “the facts of 
life.” Then he added: 

“By this I mean the Ryukuan 
people must understand that all 
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friction and corrosive wear...

CANADIANS HUNT 
BIG SHARKS WITH 
FIVE-FOOT KNIFE

VANCOUVER, British Co- 
lumbia—A five-foot knife on 
the prow of a fast ship is the! 
answer to the marauding five- | 
ton sharks that have been play- | 
ing havoc with commercial 
fishing off the coast of Van- 
couver Island. 

The knife has cut and 
slashed into more than 120 
sharks this season on a ship | 
devised by the Canadian Min- | 
istry of Fisheries. 


The sharks, said to be the 
world’s biggest, have shown no 
fear of fishing boats in the past. 


| They have been rolling up fish- 


ing nets, ripping away trolling 
and sometimes nudging 
boats in an attempt to upset 
them. Their temerity proved 
their undoing—they make no 
attempt to flee from the killer- 
boat as it runs them down, and 
the ship Comox Post has at 
times run into swarms of them 
basking on the surface. 


The marauding monsters have 
been sighted in great numbers 
off the West coast of Vancouver 
island in the past three years. 
One bay is often crawling with 
sharks. Harpooning is ineffec- 
tive, as the sharks are canny 
enough to wrap the line round 
the propeller of a boat. 


Capt. M. O. Colette of the 
Comex Post sighted the first 
school off Bamfield, in the open 
Pacific. A torpedo-shaped green 
form made a frantic twist as 
the knife bore towards it, but 
it was too late. A cloud of 
blood burst over the bow as the 
ship shuddered at the impact. 
A tail six feet across thrashed 
the water until it was severed 
from the shark’s body. Then 
the two pieces toppled off the 
knife and sank. In a few hours

There is not so 
much danger fhat we will have 
our liberties. stolen; the danger 
rather is that We may surren- 
der our sense of responsibility, 
and therefore lose our liberty. 

Though it is not generally 
recognized, the greatest assault 
on human liberty is the denial 
of a sense of guilt, and there- 
fore responsibility. Neurotics 
and psychotics do have an ab- 
normal sénse of guilt; so do 
scrupulous persons. But to pose 
the basic principle that every 
sense of guilt is abnormal is to 
dispossess man of the greatest 
badge of freedom, namely, the 
right to admit Jiability for his 
deeds. 

Why is it that the very ones 
who deny guilt will admit acts 
of goodness and merit? But if 
a mah can be eredited for sav- 
ing a life by endangering his 
own, why should he not be 
blamed for endangering a life 
by a selfish concern for his 
own? .If others are held 
accountable for the same deeds 
for which we deny accountabil- 
ity, by blaming our grandmoth- 
er, how shall society continue 
under law and order?

GUILT IS TOO universal in 
the experience of mankind to 
be labeled, in all cases, abnor- 
mal, Its cause, in all cases, is 
not due to external taboos, or 
moral teachings or inhibitions; 
rather its roots are in a deep 
intimate sense of right and 
wrong. It is to be noted that 
the more cruel and perverse a 
man becomes, the more he 

loses his sense of guilt. He can

considers other persons abnor- 
mal because they do not share 
his aberrations. The virtue, the 
loyalty, the fidelity, the purity 
of others he will attribute to 
cowardice, their “fear of living” 
and their “Victorian” ideas.

Hitler once visited a village 
where he had ordered a terrible 
purge of its citizens. On look- 
ing at the victims, he said, 
“How awful these people must 
have been to have forced me to 
do this.” But the rest of the 
world held him responsible for 
his deeds. Other Hitlers are 
made by telling them that there 
is no guilt and that Christianity 
has been mistaken. 

Samuel Butler once described 
a certain congregation as one 
“that would be equally horri- 
fied at hearing the Christian 
religion doubted, and at seeing 
it practiced.”

WITHIN THE LAST few 
centuries, there have been ex- 
treme ways of regarding hu- 
manity and its salvation. One 
extreme was to say that you 
are saved religiously if you 
have a feeling of being good; 
those who are not so conscious 
belonged not to the elect. The 
other extreme was a feeling 
that you are. very bad. Once 
you saw your soul wounds and 
heart scars, you were welcomed 
into the pearly gates. 

In our generation, both these 
extremes are bypassed and the 
popularizers of certain theories 
of psychology have held that 
there is neither good nor bad 
—there is not even the normal. 
The sense of guilt is an illu- 
sion, and the sense of goodness 
merely the crystallization of 
values of the society in which 
you live at a given time,

Pupil's Concentration

‘6 H: could do the work all right, if only he’d concen- 
trate!" How many of you, parents and teachers 
alike, have made this statement at some time or 

Your individual phrasing may have varied, but the 
implication of what you 
have said is that Johnny 
or Joey or Alice—or who- 
ever — has the necessary 
ability and would do the 
school work in question, 
if only he would concen- 
trate. 

That is, you speak as if 
not concentrating were a 
kind of willful aberration 
like cheating or lying or 
stealing. The child could 
Ib concentrate if only he 

we os. would. And if he did con- 
centrate, hy could do his schoolwork without any unusual 
difficulty. 

The problem is, in probably nine cases out of 10, far 
more complicated than this. What all of us — parents, 
teachers, psychologists—need to find out in each ‘case is 
not only why the child in question doesn’t concentrate, 
but why he can't.

SAYING THAT HE DOESN’T concentrate is merely 
descriptive. Saying it is no more a solution of the prob- 
lem than merely saying that the child isn’t doing a satis- 
factory job with his schoolwork. 

In fact, this insufficient explanation, “He doesn’t con- 
centrate,” can actually be harmful, because it gives the 
false impression that it has explained something, so that 
often no further ‘explanation is sought. 

We'll give you an example. Daisy, 9 years old, was 
flunking third grade. The teacher said it was because she 
didn’t concentrate. Her family tried to urge her to con- 
centrate better, but ‘she didn’t, and so they wisely sought a 
psysochological evaluation of Daisy's abilities. They figured 
that perhaps she didn’t really belong in the third grade. 
Perhaps the work was too hard for her. 


x *k * 


PERHAPS: A CAREFUL examination showed that not 
only third-grade work but even first-grade work in the 
regular school system.was considerably too hard for this 
little girl. Her intelligence quotient was about 75. Her 
emotional development, as measured by the Rorschach and 
other projective tests, was at a preschool level, 

Good-patured, friendly, eager to please and willing to 
work, Daisy is capable of achieving at her own level. She 
will respond well to the kind of teaching which a good spe- 
cial class can provide. But it would take a lot more than 
concentrating, even could she do it, to allow her to keep up 
with the ordinary third-grade setup. 

Rather than being the cause of school failure in this 
f&se, as in many, not concentrating is and should be rec- 
oyhized as a danger signal that something is wrong.

HANKS to an Illinois min- 
T ister with an inventive brain 

and a knowledge of elec- 
tronics gained as an erstwhile 
automobile mechanic, nurses in 
one division of Missouri Bap- 
tist Hospital are saving many 
an unnecessary step between 
their station and _ patients’ 
rooms. 

The step-saving device, de- 
signed to supercede the present 
bell and signal light system of 
summoning a nurse, was dream- 
ed up and patented by the Rev. 
George H. McLain, pastor of 
the First Christian Church in 
Peoria, Ill. The idea first came 
to him 20 years ago when he 
himself was a hospital patient 
in Kentucky, but he didn’t com- 
plete his working model until 
three years ago and only re- 
cently has incorporated an as- 
sembly and distributing firm. 
He calls the product Hosp-I- 
Tell. 

The invention consists of a 
central recording panel in the 


nurses’ station and an indivi- 
dual push-button it at each 
bedside. On the bedside unit— 
a compact mechanism about 12 
inches long and five inches in 
diameter—is a row of eight 
buttons. Beneath each button 
on a small lighted panel is a 
brief message, such as “order- 
ly,” “water,” “nurses aid,” ete 
On the stainless steel record- 
ing panel.is a row of room 
numbers and under each are 
listed the same words found on 
the patients’ boards. As the pa- 
tient presses a given button, the 
corresponding words are illumi- 
nated on the recording panel 
beneath his room number and 
the nurse knows in a flash what 
the immediate need is.

NDER the present system, 
U still in use in other divisions 
of the hospital, the nurse is 
notified by a signal light on a 
board and the-sound of a bell 
that she is po ah ee a certain 
room. She must han go to the 
room to asdextain the need, 
which in many cases is minor 


ad 
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and can be handled by a non- 
professional person. But re- 
gardless of the nature of the 
call, if the patient wants her to 
bring something to him, she 
still must make two trips, one 
to find out what the need is, 
the other to fill the request. 

“We've had is installed only 
a short time so we don’t know 
yet how much work it does 
save,” said Miss Wilhelmine 
Reichgert, director of nurses, 
“but it’s obvious that it will 
help a great deal. Say, for in- 
stance, the ‘pain’ light flashes 
on the panel under room No. 
242, and we know that patient 
had received a hypodermic a 
few hours earlier. We can save 
time by preparing: another 
hypodermic immediately before 
going to the room to find what 
the patient wants. 

“Too, the system includes 
lights over each room so if we 
happen to be near a room when 
that light flashes, we can go 
right in, rather than having to 
return to the nurses’ , station,

from the panel.” 


* Missouri Baptist is the first 


hospital in St. Louis, and the 
second in the nation, to acquire 
the new system. The Rev. Mr. 
McLain also has installed it in 
a Peoria hospital. The min- 
ister is quoted as convinced 
that his invention will raise 
professional nursing standards 
by freeing them from time-con- 
suming errands in order to do 
the work for which they are 
trained. He’ has said that 
studies show most patient calls 
in a hospital can be answered 
by a nurses’ aid or orderly. If 
the nurse can tell in a flash 
that the patient need is a minor 
one, she can dispatch another 
person to the room and thus 
save her own time for calls re- 
quiring her professional skill. 


Although the invention still 
is in the experimental stage 
here, Miss Reichgert said the 
nurses thus far are in favor of 
it and the, patients seem to 
like it. 


Adding Tang 
To a Corned 


Beef Dinner

TASTE for corned beef, at 
least as the main item ‘for 
a meal when it is usually 
served hot surrounded by vege- 
tables, is supposed to be uncom- 
mon today. And yet when the 
host who was entertaining a 
group for dinner announced 
that. this. would be our fare, 
there were practically cheers. 
The platter came to the table 
with a ring of vegetables, baby 
carrots, wedges of turnip and 
Whole onions that had been 
lightly browned in butter. Often 
small boiled potatoes, in or out 
of their skins, are also an ac- 
companiment. Almost everyone 
took a second helping, as it is 
not often a boiled dinner is 
chosen for guest service. 


One of the reasons the corned 
beef itself was so much enjoyed 
was that our host had picked 
out a fine brisket, which is con- 
sidered the best choice in this 
type of meat. It was large, and 
there was enough leftover for 
cold beef sandwiches, which are 
always popular. We always 
hope that at least a little will 
remain to combine with pota- 
toes for hash. 


A sauce with a tang is often 
chosen to serve with either hot 
or cold corned beef. We often 
use this with the precooked 
sliced corned beef that we may 
purchase for a quick meal. 

Horseradish Sauce 

One cup sour cream, one ap- 
ple, cored, pared and grated, 
two to three tablespoons grated 
horseradish, salt to taste. 

Com*ine ingredients and 
blend well. Serve with sliced 
hot or cold corned beef, 

Mustard Sauce 

One small can tomato paste, 
one teaspoon dry mustard, one 
tablespoon sugar, one-half tea- 


spoon salt, one _ tablespoon 
minced onion, one tablespoon 
vinegar. 


Blend ingredients. Serve with 
cold sliced corned beef. 


Boiler Check 


If you have a boiler in your 
house heating plant, be sure 
that it contains the correct 
amount of water before it’s put 
back into operation. A_ hot 
water system requires the boil- 
er, pipes and radiators to be 
filled with water. For steam, 
add sufficient water so that the 
level in the glass gauge reads 
a little over half.

Dirty Floors. 

N the old days it was an ac- 
| cepted fact that if a floor was 

walked on with dirty shoes, 
it would become dirty. The 
Dutch and the Japanese didn’t 
like dirty floors so they got into 
the habit of taking off their 
shoes before they went inside. 

As far as we know, the only 
way to keep floors spotless is 
either not to walk across them 
or take off your shoes before 
you enter the house. No mat- 
ter what sort of flooring you 
have in your home and regard- 
less of what you use on it, if 
you walk across the floor with 
dirt on your shoes, the dirt is 
going to come off on the floor 
and the floor is going to look 
dirty. 

Now, of course, it’s possible 
to minimize the problem of 
dirt by using a flooring pattern 
that doesn’t show dirt too read- 
ily. For example, a flooring in 
a solid color shows dirt more 
readily than one with varied 
colors and patterns. A_ solid 
black or white floor is going to 
show dirt very easily. If you 
want to use flooring of solid 
colors, use them in rooms 
where they won't get direct 
traffic from outdoors such as 
the bedrooms. 

A good many persons think 
that a coat of wax is going to 
keep floors clean. The purpose 
of wax is to protect the floor- 
ing and make cleaning easier 
but there is no finish in the 
world that can’t become soiled. 
If your floors are protected by 
wax, it’s a simple task to sweep 
them clean daily. If there are

Dear Martha: ~~. , 

I HAVE READ WITH INTEREST the answer of a 
reader to a recent complaint that a woman’s home wag 
being torn up by her sister’s children, The answer suggested 
that the woman try to make friends with the children. Well, 


- we have a similar situation in our home. I live with my 


mother, father and sister and have three married brothers, 
who among them have six children. At least twice a week we 
all get together at our home where the four children of one 
brother practically tear up the place. They are allowed to 
help themselves to whatever is in the refrigerator or on the 
table. They are allowed to go through purses. They tear 
through the house, knocking down anyone who is in the 
way. They are as disrespectful to their elders as to their 
playmates. We have tried fixing up a rumpus room with 
games and entertainment, but they stay there only about 
a half-hour, then annoy the other members of the family. 
Does my brother correct them? No, they are “just growing 
up.” Can we correct them? No, “we're not their daddy and 
mommy,” and if we try, the sister-in-law is hurt and doesn’t 
speak for a few days. SOMEONE WHO KNOWS 


Having to put up with rowdy and destructive ways in 
children is hard enough for those who have children of 
their own, but it’s plain torture for those who are not par- 
ents. I think a family council meeting is due in your 
house—at least among the ones who live there—to decide 
how to cope with the situation. I realize a quarrel with in- 
laws is unfortunate, but that’s no worse than having to 
cringe everytime the relatives arrive, especially if the 
children are permitted to rummage through purses and en- 
danger others by rushing headlong thrgugh the house. So 
a frank talk with the brother might help, even though you 
feel you can’t discuss it with his wife. Is it necessary to 
have them over so often, or is there any escaping it? It 
seems to me that as long as they are in your home, whether 
they’re your children or not, you have a right to protest 
when they become too destructive rather than to sit there 
meekly while they tear up everything in their path.
